If your second home is a place for boats as well as 
people, then the Waterside will be just right for you. 
Planned for a waterfront lot, this design provides fora 
boat slip under the deck and living area. The lower 
level includes a game room with optional kitchen, a 
bath and a circular stairway to the upper level living 
area. The upper level provides kitchen, bath, two bed- 
rooms and living room. Ideally, the lower level includes 
adequate storage space. Great expanses of glass are 
utilized, across the living area on the upper level and 
across the game room on the lower level. Generous roof 
overhang provides some protection from the intense 
rays of the sun on the upper level. Spacious fenced 
deck, upper level, provides ample area for suntanning 
exposure. Kitchen is intended primarily for the simple 
meals associated with casual living.

Mojave 


Versatile Mojave is actually two A-frames positioned 
in a ‘“T’’. Open deck space potential is extremely great. 
Crossed section of the ‘“‘T”’ is utilized as bedroom space 
at the extremities in the loft area over the kitchen and 
bath on one side and over extra sleeping quarters on 
the other. The upper rooms are joined by a bridge 
across the living area. Space over the living room and 
dining room is not utilized, giving the owner the feeling 
of having great ceiling height in these areas. Kitchen is 
relatively good size for a vacation home . . . a factor that 
increases the flexibility of the overall design. Definitely 
a design for leisure living.

The addition of the kitchen dormer 
in no way detracts from the appear- 
ance of this A-frame design, but it 
does add substantially to the kitch- 
en area. Many leisure time home- 
makers want this added space which 
in effect lightens their work load 
by eliminating a cramped food 
preparation area. Like most A-frame 
designs this one also has a sleeping 
loft.

Fireplace is 
positioned just opposite the front door to combat 
drafts, and is centrally located in terms of heat dis- 
persion for the first floor area.

Note how porch area, entered from living 
room, curls around corner to provide two areas for 
sun-tanning exposure. One plus feature of the plans is 
the fact that they call for as much storage space as 
possible, a distinctly important feature in any vaca- 
tion home. “L” shaped kitchen is a definite boon in a 
vacation house, especially in flow of work terms. Spa- 
cious living room is ideal for entertaining or family 
get-togethers... two of the principal activities of any 
vacation or leisure home.
